Visitors  always  admire  LeGrande 
Manitou,  but  we  warn  them  about  its 
tendency  to  revert  to  solid  color,  not¬ 
withstanding  our  extreme  care  in 
tagging  out  all  reversions. 

Judge  Marean,  as  usual,  has  been 
a  wonderfully  profuse  bloomer,  as 
have  Bertha'  Horne,  Countess  of 
Lonsdale,  Jean  Kerr,  Darlene,  Coun¬ 
tess  of  Pembroke,  Aurore,  Theo.  Vail, 
etc.  All  of  these  sold  well  at  the 
fields,  too.  There  is  money  in  these 
varieties  for  any  florist. 

Dakota,  Venus,  Judge  Parker,  and 
Bashful  Giant  showed  a  mass  of 
giant  blooms  that  sold  a  lot  of  tubers 
for  us  this  year. 


FERTILIZING  THE  DAHLIA

Emerson  said  “There  is  always  a 
best  way  of  doing  everything,  if  it  be 
but  to  boil  an  egg.”  This  applies  to 
growing  dahlias  as  well  as  to  any¬ 
thing  else. 


Tubers  are  going  fast  this  year. 
The  severe  drought  means  a  short 
crop,  and  we  cannot  urge  you  too 
strongly  to  buy  early.

Out  of  the  hundreds — yes,  thous¬ 
ands — of  varieties  of  dahlias  that 
have  been  introduced  in  the  last  thirty 
years,  how  many  would  you  select 
if  you  were  thinking  of  planting  a 
thousand  or  more  tubers  of  each 
variety?  Surely  not  more  than  a 
score,  and  probably  not  that  many. 
You  would  want  Mrs.  I.  de  Ver  War¬ 
ner,  Jersey’s  Beauty,  and  a  few 
others,  of  course ;  but  among  the  in¬ 
troductions  of  the  last  three  years 
do  you  know  of  a  single  one  that  you 
would  feel  safe  in  planting  heavily, 
and  still  be  sure  of  moving  your 
crop?  Don’t  fall  too  hard  for  fads 
and  novelties.
